SKETCHES OF THE CONSPIRATORS. 


Jefferson Davis, of Mtssissippt. 

Joffereon Davis, who was yesterday a robe}, with two 
powerful armies at bis back, ls to-day a fugitive from 
Justice, with a prico eet upon bis head as an assassin. 
‘Thoro is every pepbabllity that ho will be captared, tried, 
condomnod and exooutod. Such an end will be a iting 
tormination to a life marked by such crimes as treason 
‘and murdor. . 

Jol. Davia was born in the samo Slate (Kentucky) and 
$n tho samo year (1805) that gave birth to Abraham Lin: 
coln. Davis was born on June 3, and waa the illegit(- 
mato son of James Davis, « noted horse trader, of Hop- 
Kinsvillo, Kentucky, The father fell undor suspicion as 
horse thief, and was forced to fly from Justice. Ho 
settled, whon Jeff was very young, noar Vicksburg, 
Misassippl. At that tlmo horse nnd nogro traders 
and horse thieves, when rich, were admlsaible to good 
(Missiseippl) eoclety, and old Davis had little difl- 
culty in catablishing himself in life. Ho was 
able a fow years after to send bis son to Kentucky 
to completo his education at tho Transylvania 
University, Lexington He bad in fact become 
50 popular through the Influcncs of his money aud popa- 
Jor mannera as to bs ablo to secure for his hopeful pro- 
geny an appointment to West Point, which young Jef 
entored at sixteen, forming part of the graduating class 
0f 1828, He graduated near the foot of the class, and was 
commissioned in tho First lofantry as brevet second Lleu- 
tenant, tho Jowest rank that could be given him. To 
was sent to Florida and served very croditably with Zach, 
Taylor, in.tho Black Hawk war, for whieh he got a com- 
mission ag first Howtenant in the Fint dragoons In 
1882 ho offended Goneral Taylor by running away with 
and marrying bis daughter, and tho old General novor 
recogutaed Davia until they happened to mect on the bat. 
Uo folil of Buena Vieta, Mexico. Tn 1835 Davis, having 
resigned bls commission, settle near Viekebarg, and en 
tered upon the arena of politics, in which he was so far 
sucecaaful as to be clected to the lower house of Congress.

and was subsequently honored as the originator and

Their services are 
still nt the conntry’s disposal; but as the grave 
necessity that enlled them to the field kas pased 
away, there is nothing left for them but to re- 
tum to the quict pursuits of peaceable life. 
What will the people do for these defenders of 
their homes, thefr lives and their fortnnes? The 
answer Is easy. Let all of these faithful eol- 
diers and sailors be provided with employment 
suitable to their seyeral necessities, First in 
order, all married or disabled men should be 
provided with places, and then all those who 
haye faithfully sorved in either branch of the 
sorvice, whothor receiving wounds or not, In 
all public institations we aro confident that this 
will bo the rule adopted, and gradually the 
principle will work itsolf into private establish- 
monts in which a large number of hands are 
employed. 

This subject Is one that recommonda itself to 
the public, and we are glad to sce that, in con- 
nection wilh the United States Sanitary Com- 
mission, n bureau of employment for disabled 
and @ischarged eoldiers and sailors bas been 
established in this cily. ‘The succees which has 
alroady attended the efforts of this benovolent 
socloty ia the very best proof of its hold upon 
tho hearts of the people. ‘he reeretary of the 
committee reports (hat n few weokg since, whon 
oven hundred and twenty-nine applications 
wore made, one hundred and thirty-seven were 
snpplied with various occupations; and out of 
thirteen hundred subsequent applicants for 
work over five hondred found suitable situa- 
tions, 

But, although this is very encournging, there 
is eid much to bo done; and all good citizens 
should unite to forward the great idea of em- 
ploying returned soldiers in preference to all 
other persons. There are none having bighor 
or better claims than theso brave fellows, who 
carry their eharncters in their wounds and dis~ 
abled bodies, and not on bils of paper from 
their Inst employore, Lat all these servants of 
tho republic he employed in public as well as 
in private establishments, and, where necessary, 
Jet those drones who have shirked the responsi- 
bility of defending the country when it needed 
defendors, proferring to enjoy case and safely 
at home, at the expenso of our vallant soldiera 
in the ficld, be now turned out of their places 
to make room for men who have perilled their 
lives for the Union, and borne the beat and 
burden of the day. That this idea will be gene- 
rally adopted is scarcely to be doubted, and 
thus we will do justice to our faithful defenders 
and at the same time allow each man to live on 
the bread cafned by his own honest endeavors.

LIEUTENANT EDWIN J. DK HAVES, UNITED STATES 
NAVY. 

Lieutenant Edwin J. Do Haven, of tho navy, died in 
Philadelphia on Monday Inst. is name will not soon 
bo forgotten in connection with tho Grinnell expedition 
to tho Arctio regions in search of Sir John Franklin, the 
English oxplorer, He commanded that expedition, and 
succeeded (n penotrating furthor Into the toy barriors of 
tho North than any navigator had reached up to that 
timo, His report of the exploration was of great value 
to tho selontific world, ond always possessed a charm for 
tho genoral readsr. Lioutenant Do Haven was a pativo 
of Pennsylvania, and entored tho service ns a midship- 
man October, 1629, at tho early ago of ten. Tn 1831 he 
‘was attached to tho sloop Natehez, In the West Indica 
After tho complotion of his fret erutse ho was on Ieavo 
of absence for gome time, and was then ordored to tho 
-echooner Dolphin, of tho PeciOc squadron, in 189% In 
1834 wo find him attached to tho eloop Lexington, of,the 
Tiozil squadrou. After the termination of that’ crise 
hho wag fora timo dolng duty on the receiving ehip iu Now 
York? having passed his examination, and wnrranted 
yaseed midshipman Joly 9, 1835. In 183 ho was on

Tb 1838 he was ordored to the sloop-of-war Falmouth 
in tho Pacific Ocean, In which vost he earved until 
1840, whion ho was detached and ordered to join Wilkes! 
oxploring expedition to tho Antarctic regions.» Ho waa 
promoted to a Heutenancy September 8, 1841, whilo 
ttachod to thn #loop-of-\ar Peacock. He was on board. 
‘of hor whon sho was lost, and was favorably noticed for 

isntry ond skill displayed on that egcasion. In 1843 
i wa attached to tho brig Truxton, in the Meditor- 
runcan, on epeclal eervice. To roluirued home in 1844, and 
Was on! walling orders until 1846, when he was ordered 
to tho Uriz Somers, of the Home equadron. From tho 
Somons ho was ondcred, In 1847, to the sloop-of-war Pro: 
Die, iting out for tho ‘Pacide, Vat was transforred from 
her (o tho steam, frignto MEsiesippl, Cormmander Alox- 
ander Slidell Macken ¢, In the Gulf of Mexico, In 1848. 
During that year ho was ordered on daty at the Wash- 
ington Observatory, and romained. there untit 1850. In

Although not successful in tho main object 
ought for, tho expedition was of great valuo to selene, 
Lioutonant Do Haven having evalved some new and Im: 
portant fucta concerning the Arctto rogions, which he pavo. 
Jo tho world In his intorcatiog narrative of tho crutso, 
On. his roturn, In 1861, hho commandod the Coast Survoy 
schooner Arago, surveying the coast south of Florida, 
up the Gulf of Moxico and to the Rio Gmndo. Ho re" 
mained on detantied sorvice until 1857, when his eyo- 
wieht becamo seriously Impaired by what is known as 
now biindness—a disoaso contmnoted in tho Arctic re- 
glons—ond ho was thereafter unable to perform active 
duly. He was then placed on the retired list, on “walt- 
Ing ontors'” pay, and remained at homo uniil the time 
of his death. 

He was a man of a gonial temperament, kind beart 
and agreeable eooinl qualities, and was greatly admired 
by all who know him. His monument will bo his groat 
exploring expedition to tho Arctic, and bis namo will 
forevor bo connected with the iee-boubd regions of the 

North.

It was claimed that this tro 
originated in consequence of the mferior quality of the 
oll used In the tnanufucture of tho goods, and that if 
‘fixed instead of vegetable ofl bad been uscd combus- 
tou would not have taken place. The defcadant himzolf 
got upon the stand and explained the philosophy of tho 
thing. He stated that vegetable oll when used in tho 
manofacturo of shoddy created carbonic acid gas, which 
was of a highly combustible naturo, and exesedingly dan- 
gerout If the shoddy In question had been manufac. 
tured with xed o'}, as he supposed it was when ho made 
tho purchase, no spontaneous combustion would have 
taken pince, and he would not have beon a laser.
